The Upland City Council Monday 
night approved a variety of land-use 
standards aimed at preserving 
Euclid Avenue as a scenic route and 
limiting conversion of homes to 
commercial use. 

With Mayor George Gibson 
absent, the council unanimously 
adopted a scenic corridor ‘‘overlay 
zone’? for the length of Euclid 
Avenue within the city. 

The overlay zone — a text 
amendment to the municipal code — 
was the final third and most 
discussed aspect of the city’s Euclid 
study. 

A general plan amendment and 
zone change covering Specific areas 
of Euclid from southern city limits 
to just north of Foothill Boulevard 
were approved June 18. 

Upland first imposed a 
moratorium on accepting. most 
applications for new development 
last October. That moratorium, 
extended once, expired at the end of 
May and halted some project filings 
while the study was under way. 

On Monday night, the council 
reviewed sections of the scenic 


corridor zone for more than three 
hours, hearing sugge:tions from the 
Upland Chamber of Commerce and 
the Ontario-Upland-Chino Board of 
Realtors. 

After the zone was approved, 
Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy 
commented, ‘‘I know you didn’t get 
everything you wanted, but I hope 
you got a document you can live 
with.”’ 

Both Eugene Bello, president of 
the chamber, and Chuck Lawrence, 
president of the board of realtors, 
said they had. 

The two organizations had/a hand 
in revising the document through 
several planning commission and 
council hearings, and most of what 
the council approved Monday was 
contained in the fourth draft of the 
scenic corridor zone. 

The text amendment, general plan 
and zone change are scheduled to go 
into effect in early September. 

Euclid Avenue has been found 
eligible for inclusion in the National 
Register of Historic Places. 
Planning Director Bill Young noted 
that although much of the scenic 
corridor zone’s provisions are 
directed specifically at Euclid, the 


Woman named to fill 
school board seat

Diane Rivord, coordinator of 
volunteers at Central School, has 
been named to fill a vacancy on the 
Central school board until elections 
this November. 

The school board made its 
unanimous selection after hearing 
short presentations by five 
applicants for the vacancy — left 
when Trustee Bruce Van Orden 
resigned this month — and meeting 
for at least 45 minutes in executive 
session. 

Rivord’s statement provided an 
unusual twist. She is in Michigan on 
a family vacation planned since 
December and submitted a tape 
recording outlining some of her 
views on the district and education. 

Superintendent Norman Guith 
said Rivord cannot assume office 
for 30 days. a period set aside by 
state law to allow petitions for a 
special election. : 

Signatures from registered voters 
in the district totaling at least. 5 
percent of the votes cast in the last 
regular board election would 
mandate filling the trustee post by 


election. Such a special election 
would be consolidated with the Nov. 
6 regular election and the post would 
remain vacant until then. 

Rivord has worked three hours a 
day on the district payroll as the 
volunteer coordinator at Central 
School. Guith said she must resign 
this paid part-time post to become a 
trustee. 

He noted Rivord has been the 
volunteer coordinator since 1976 and 
that the program pulled in more 
than 9,000 hours of volunteer work 
by parents and other district 
residents this school year. 

In her application, Rivord noted 
she had two children attending 
school in the district and haS been 
attending board meetings since 1972. 

Along with her work as volunteer 
coordinator, she is taking classes at 
Chaffey College toward an associate 
arts degree in business 
administration. 

She has served as a classroom 
volunteer, on the PTA boards for 
Cucamonga Junior High and Central 
schools and on the PTA council. She 
also served on several district 
committees.

general provisions could apply to 
three other potential scenic routes 
in the city. 

Young told the council, ‘“‘We have 
seen the results and are seeing the 
results of uncontrolled development 
and uncontrolled conversion of 
residential structures” in Upland 
and other cities. 

Euclid has a ‘‘special character 
we feel is vital to be preserved and 
enhanced,” Young said. 

He noted that a key intent of the 
overlay zone — so called because 
the text amendment adds special 
standards for land use on Euclid 
without changing the actual zoning 
— is to encourage combining of 
adjacent lots for commercial use 
rather than spot conversions of 
residential properties. 

Neither Bello nor Lawrence 
expressed much optimism that such 
combining of lots would take place. 
Bello said that “‘you’re not going to 
find four lots together’’ for such 
development, and Lawrence said 
that even two lots together were 
unlikely. 


Bello said he was pleased with 
some of the revisions in the scenic 
corridor zone, including a provision 
that allows a minimum front-yard 
setback of 15 feet as long as the 
average setback for the structure is 
at least 25 feet. 


A 25-foot minimum setback had 
been proposed, but Councilwoman 
Ina Petokas and others said the 
change will permit greater variety 
in building design. 


The corridor zone puts the 
conditional-use permit as the city’s 
controlling “mechanism over 
expansion, modification or 
conversion of land uses. In addition, 
certain uses — such as adult-only 
businesses, auto repair shops and 
convalescent homes with more than 
five patients — will be prohibited on 
Euclid. 


Young said a suggestion by the 
board of realtors for two sets of site 
development standards — one for 
conversions and one for new 
structures — would ‘‘appear to 
emasculate”’ the intent to have lots 
joined for commercial 
development. His view was backed 
by the council. 


The board had asked that specific 
minimum lot standards for 
conversion be deleted and be 
replaced with a more general 
provision that all, sites be of 
‘sufficient size and area to 
adequately accommodate, the 
intended use.”’

Lasting repairs for sidewalks 
planned by officials in Upland 


Atter a year of relying literally on 
patchwork; Upiand~is looking at 
spending $100,000 on more lasting 
sidewalk repairs throughout the 
city. 

And in southeast Upland — where 
residents rated completion and 
repair of sidewalks their No. 1 
priority in a survey last year — just 
over $125,000 has been earmarked 
for new sidewalks. 

The city is preparing a list for a 
neighborhood improvement project 
in the southeast, using largely 
federal community block grant 
funds, to go out to bid. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
city staff is recommending the 
$100,000 be spent during fiscal 1979- 
80 on sidewalk maintenance, The 
council will consider the 
authorization when the budget 
comes up for final adoption July 16. 

Council members have already 
given their nod to setting aside 
$46,503 of the amount for sidewalk 
repairs. That figure was freed from 
the. city’s general fund and equals 
the difference between the 
approximately $270,000 in federal 
revenue-sharing funds the city 
originally estimated and the more 
than $300,000 it will receive in 1979- 
80. 

Travers said that in contrast to 
the asphalt patching by city crews 
this year, the entire $100,000 would 
go toward contracted ‘‘permanent”’ 
repairs in the fiscal year that began 
Sunday. 

The program would allow the city 
to ‘‘catch up, even moving ahead a 
little,’ on prior sidewalk 
maintenance, he added. 

During 1976-77, Upland spent 
$40,321 on sidewalk maintenance, 
and in 1977-78, the amount was 
$53,000, Travers said. 

The same figure was proposed for 
1978-79, but slashed to $24,000 for 
temporary asphalt patching 
following passage of Proposition 13. 

City administration proposed, but 
council rejected, shifting the 
financial burden of sidewalk 
maintenance from the city to 
individual property owners last 
October. The transfer was cited as 
one way to reduce city expenditures 
under Proposition 13, but residents 
objected and blamed city trees for 
their damaged sidewalks. 

Travers said last week the 
$100,000 proposed would be used to 
replace the worst of the sidewalk 
damage. 

On the future of sidewalk 
maintenance, Travers said, ‘‘It’s 
got to be an individual decision each 
year as far as I can see.” 

City officials have expressed 
concern over potential liability in 
accidents related to damaged 
sidewalks, but the city manager 
indicated he is unaware of any suits 
pending. 

“It just doesn’t look so good,”’ he 
commented. 

Assistant City Engineer John Wisz 
said the city hopes to go out to bid 
late this month or early next month 
on a 90-day, $170,000 neighborhood 
improvement project for

southeast Upland 

He cautioned that recent “bids 
have been coming in higher than 
expected and that if the trend 
continues it could cut into the scope 
of the project. 

Just over $125,000 would-be spent 
on new sidewalks, covering 1.5 
miles of current gaps in the 
sidewalk system. 

The project would also provide 20 
wheelchair ramps and six parking 
stalls for the handicapped in the 
Upland Town Center and paving of 
three dirt alleys south of Salina 
Street, north of Chaffee Street and 
east of Bodenhamer Avenue at the 
eastern edge of the city. 

The major sidewalk additions are: 

— The south side of Eighth Street 
between Euclid and 11th avenues, 


the south side of Olive Street 
between Euclid and Sultana 
avenues, the west side of Third 
Avenue between Seventh and Eighth 
streets and the north side of Ninth 
Street between llth and Grove 
avenues. 

Wisz said polystyrene will be tried 
as underground barriers to 
encourage downward growth of tree 
roots in an effort of minimize future 
sidewalk damage. 

Along with federal community 
block grant funds — limited in 
application to Upland’s target area, 
roughly half of the southeast 
quadrant — state money for bicycle 
and pedestrian facilities (SB 821) 
and federal funds for removiig 
architectural barriers are included 
in the project.

Because of reported 
prostitution, rape and 
incest within’ the 
organization, the Children 
of God has. been 
controversial almost since 
its beginnings in 1968. 

Evangelist preacher

Family deals with losing daughter to cult 


T asked Kay once if Berg 
told her te kill Mom and 
Dad, if she would,’’ 
McCullough says. ‘“‘She 
looked me square in the 
eyes and said, ‘I’d have to.’ 


Reared in a Catholic 
household, captain of the 
flag corps at Hilltop High 
School, Kay was always 
considered by her family as 
a “‘leadership-type”’ person. 
She was 22 and expecting to 
marry in a month when she 
flew to Berkeley to meet 
her fiance in July 1971. 

In a park there, two men 
playing guitars approached 
her and asked if they could 
sing her a song. When they 
left, she followed.’ 

“She left her purse, her 
clothes, her fiance, 
everything,’ says Rambur. 
“A couple of weeks later we 
got this letter that she was 
devoting her life to Christ 
and had joined some Bible 
college. It was the first we 
had ever heard of the 
Children of God.” 

The Ramburs finally 
traced their daughter to the 
organization's commune 
near Fort Worth, Texas. 
According to Rambur, for 
14 hours they pleaded with 
members of the sect, who 
insisted Kay was not going 
to leave. 

Rambur says members 
broke the headlights of his 
car and finally dragged Kay 
from the vehicle. The 
couple left without their 
daughter. 

‘‘When we left we 
realized we had with us all 
of Kay’s study materials. 
When we began looking 
through it we realized what 
kind of organization this 
was. They terrorized the 
membership in order to 
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doctrine was to lie, cheat, 
steal, rip off society 
because society was the 
enemy. 

“As we gained more 
information,”’ he explains, 
‘‘and more kids were 
getting out, we found that 
they taught members to 
hate their parents, to sign 
over their possessions, to 
allow the organization to 
censor their mail. In Kay’s 
case, I feel they used 
everything from simple 
persuasion to absolute 
brainwashing.” 

Months after their return 
from Texas, the Ramburs 
saw Kay on a COG- 
sponsored television 
program. ‘‘She was telling 
how she was into drugs and 
prostitution before she 
found the Children of God. 


Then all of a sudden the | 
‘Children of God was some 


great thing saving kids 
from drugs.”’ 

In November 1972 Kay 
called her parents asking to 
come home. ‘After three 
days we weren't making 
any progress,’’ explains 
Rambur. ‘‘She was like a 
zombie. Then all of a 
sudden it was like the shade 
went up. She said she didn’t 
want anything to do with the 
Children of God. 

It was like everything 
was over. She was free. At 
that time I didn’t know that 
she could flip back.” 

Kay flipped back 








suddenly only hours after 
her denial of COG. ‘‘She ran 
out of the house and said the 
devil was in the house and 
she couldn’t go in. Friends 
came over and she attacked 
them.

life,’ he explains. ‘‘We 
don’t blame her for 
anything. We inst feel like 
she is being victimized by 
the Children of God. If Kay 
follows the dictates of 
David Berg she is 
prostituting for Berg. As 
her father I just can’t make 
myself accept that my 
daughter is prostituting 
herself .”’ 

“That was the last time 
we heard from her until 
Christmas.

Juvenile court facility 
planned in West End 


Court hearings for juveniles 

. charged with a crime but not in cus- 

tody will begin in September in a re- 

modeled county office building at 

Mountain Avenue and Sixth Street in 
Ontario 

But the prospect of a permanent 
juvenile court facility in the West 
End is far in the future, if then, ac- 
cording to county Supervisor Robert 
O Townsend. 

Townsend joined city and police 
administrators from Ontario, Up- 
land, Montclair and Chino Wednes- 
day at Montclair City Hall to review 
the need for a local juvenile court. 

Court hearings for incarcerated 
juveniles will continue to be held in 
San Bernardino. 

Local officials at the meeting 
Wednesday were pleased that out- 
of-custody juvenile court cases will 
soon be heard in the West End be- 
cause this will take care of nearly 90 
percent of their caseload. 

Police officials present said they 
appreciated Townsend’s push for a 
place to hold out-of-custody cases, 
but reminded him the need for a ju- 
venile court facility is acute. 

Townsend told police officials 


that the first step toward consid- 
ering a local juvenile court to handle 
in-custody cases would be the em- 
ployment of a consultant to research 
the idea. 

Money for hiring a consultant was 
part of the county’s 1978-79 budget, 
but was not spent and will be carried 
over to the coming budget, Towns- 
end said. ‘ 

The consultant, if hired this year, 
would study whether a juvenile 
court facility in the West End would 
be ‘‘cost effective,’ and if so, where 
the facility should be located and 
what services it should provide, he 
said. 

Consultations would be held with 
each police department. 

‘‘T can’t take the idea to the board 
now, Townsend said. “They'd 
laugh me right out of the room. 

“The first thing they’d want to 
know is how much it would cost, and 
I can’t give them that information 
until a consultant completes a 
study,” he said. 

The meeting was called by Mont- 
clair Councilman Nelson Gentry, 
long-time advocate of the need for a 
court facility to handle the ever-in- 


creasing number of in-custody juve- 
nile court cases in the West End. 
Supervisor Cal McElwain was in- 
vited to the meeting but did not at- 
tend. 

The advantages of a local juvenile 
court facility, cited by police offi- 
cials, include: 

— Transportation, salary and pa- 
perwork costs could be reduced if 
police officers did not have to drive 
into San Bernardino for every in- 
custody juvenile case. 

— Victims and witnesses of juve- 
nile crimes would be more apt to file 
charges and testify at a local court 
than at one in San Bernardino. 


— Communication between court 
and police officials would improve if 
a court was located in the West End. 


— Court cases could be better 
handled and the conviction rate of 
juveniles charged with crimes 
would increase if a court was lo- 
cated in the West End.

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Popular eating utensils 


WINSTON-SALEM, N.C. 
— To those unfamiliar with 
Oriental terms, k’uai-tzu 
might sound like the name 
of a new marital art or next 
season’s replacement for 
Kung-Fu. But it is actually 
the name of the second 
most popular eating utensil 
in the United States and, by 
a wide margin, the most 
widely used eating utensil 
in the world. 

K’uai-tzu (pronounced 
kwi-zu), or chopsticks, 
were used in China in the 
fourth century B.C., long 
before Europeans stopped 
eating with their hands. 

‘‘Today, chopsticks re- 
main the most popular 
eating utensil in China, 
Japan, Korea, Vietnam and 
other East Asian countries 
influenced by Chinese 
culture,’’ says a Chinese 
food consultant Anne Byrd, 
‘while here in the United 
States, they rank behind the 


knife and fork in eating ’ 


utensil popularity.” 


Historians believe the use 
of chopsticks began because 
of the way Chinese food is 


’ prepared. Generally meats 


and vegetables are cut into 
small pieces before being 
served which eliminates the 
need for a knife at the 
dinner table. 

Usually about eight in- 
ches long, chopsticks are 
normally made of wood or 
bamboo, although modern 
ones may be made of 
plastic. More elaborate 
pairs are made of enameled 
wood, ivory or bone, and 
have even been known to be 
made out of gold, brass and 
silver. 

‘Through centuries of 
use, chopsticks have also 
been associated with many 
superstitions or practices,” 
Ms. Byrd points out. 

Chopsticks have been 
used as gift items between 
friends sometimes 
decorated with inscribed 
poetry or painted with good 
luck designs. A gift of 





chopsticks to newlyweds 
suggests a wish that the 
couple will quickly have 
children. 

“Also, it is still common 
for a pair of chopsticks to 
be placed upright in the 
bowl of rice offered at a 
memorial service for the 
dead,”’ adds the Chun King 
consultant. ‘‘The chopsticks 
thus mark the sacredness of 
the offered rice, and also 
are a sign to prevent the 
coming of evil spirits to dis- 
turb the peace of the dead.” 

The word ‘‘chop’’ is deriv- 
ed from k’uai, which means | 
“‘quick’’ or ‘‘speedy,’’ but 
many people experience 
just the opposite when they 
use them. 

But mastering the Orien- 
tal art of chopsticks is not 
difficult, as some believe. 
“All it takes is practice. 

Beginners can learn to 
best maneuver chopsticks 
by starting with frozen egg 
rolls, heated crisp and 
savory

Together for almost six 
hours, including a break for 
lunch, were Bishop Gilbert 
Chavez, auxiliary of the San 
Diego Diocese; Bishop 
Manuel Perez Gil Gonzales 
of the Mexicali Diocese, 
and bishops Posadas and 
Straling. Also, Rev. George 
Gonzales of Riverside, co- 
chancellor for Hispanic 
affairs in the host diocese, 
and Rev. Frank Riley, an 
Augustinian priest, who 
works with migrants at the 
San Ysidro center. 

Others playing a 
Significant role at the 
meeting were three 
members of a local 
delegation to last January’s 
Latin American Bishops’

Pawlicki, a Holy Cross 
priest from Palm Springs, 
and Dr. Armando Navarro 
of Ontario, executive 
director of Congreso para 
Pueblos Unidos (CPU). 

The El Carmelo meeting 
was sparked in part by the 
Puebla conference and by 
questions raised by the U.S. 
delegation, Bishop Straling 
said. It was at Puebla that 
Pope John Paul II 
encouraged church 
involvement in social 
concerns and partnership 
with the poor in their quest 
for human dignity. 

Latin American bishops 
stressed the role of the laity 
in improving the quality of 
life, especially for the poor, 
by working in government 
and political parties. 

“Out of this meeting, 
hopefully there will be a 
process of coordination, a 
process of understanding, a 


process of sharing — a 
process that is long 
overdue,’’ said Navarro 
after Wednesday’s 


Redlands meeting. He was 
one of those who helped 
draft for the pope a 
“declaration for a New 
Vision’’ on behalf of the 20 
million U.S. Catholics who 
are Hispanic. 


Navarro said, ‘‘The 
problem we are facing in 
terms of immigration is not 
one that can be dealt with 
just in Mexico. It obviously 
has to be dealt with here.” 


Father Pawlicki, born in 
Michigan of Polish parents, 
for 25 years has worked 
with Hispanic peoples in the 
U.S. as well as in Latin 
America and Mexico. He 
said he was delighted with 
the outcome of the meeting 
that took a global issue and 
dealt with it from the 
regional viewpoint.

technology. 


so mysterious after all 


Many people, through television and the movies, have 
become familiar with an agency known comonly as the 
“crime lab.” 

The impression: it’s a super-type laboratory where all 
kinds of evidence — hair, fingernail scrapings, bullets 
and guns — can be analyzed and positively linked to a 
crime 

But while all sorts of seemingly mysterious analyses 
can be done in the crime lab, more frequently the work is 
routine and based on long-established techniques, accor- 
ding to Anthony Longhetti, director of the San Bernar- 
dino County Sheriff's Department Criminalistics 
Laboratory

“We (crime lab personnel) don’t solve crimes. We only 
examine physical evidence and get the results to the in- 
vestigator,”’ Longhetti said 

Then it is up to the investigator to determine if he has 
enough evidence to arrest someone, the director ex- 
plains. 

Although the laboratory is run by the county sheriff's 
department, Longhetti 7s evidence from police 
departments and the California Highway Patrol are 
currently analyzed at the San Bernardino facility. 

The bulk of evidence handled by the crime lab is blood, 
urine and breath tests to determine alcohol content. 
Longhetti estimated about 10,000 of those cases are 
handled each year 

Analyzing narcotics and controlled substances con- 
stitutes about another 4,000 cases a year, he said. 

He considered those cases relatively easy, requiring at 
the most an hour of an analyst's time. 

But the most important work at the crime lab comes 
when investigating evidence gathered from murders, 


Another aspect of work done at the crime lab is blood alcohol 
Malysis. The machine here is*®’gas chromatograph that ana‘?zes 


rapes, assaults and sometimes robberies, Longhetti said. 

Although the number of such cases is small, Longhetti 
Says each case can sometimes consume up to 100 hours 
of work by the lab technicians. 


hat this amounts to is a lot of work,” Longhetti 
said. ‘‘The only way we can get by is by ‘prioritizing’ the 
work load according to the court schedule.’’ 
He explains that the analysis is not usually done until a 
case is ready for trial. 


‘‘In this way we can prevent the cost of doing things 
not needed,” Longhetti said. 

The nuts and bolts of the operation is microscopic ex- 
amination of evidence. But even that examination cannot 
determine beyond a shadow of a doubt that two items are 
related. 


‘About all we can do is say there is a pretty good 
reason to believe certain things are similar,” Longhetti 
said. 

Taking hair as an example, Longhetti says it is studied 
for its color composition, internal structure, pigment 
granuals, size, shape, distribution and length 


‘‘We can make a pretty good assumption it came from 
a victim or suspect,” he said. 

In examining bullets, Longhetti says the laboratory 
can determine the type, make and model of gun it may 
have been fired from by marks etched on it during firing. 


If the gun the bullet is suspected of being fired from is 
available, a test bullet can be fired through it and the two 
compared for similar markings. Although commonly 
referred to as ballistics, Longhetti says the term is in- 
correct. 

Ballistics is the study of the flight of powder-propelled 
projectiles, he noted. He says he prefers to refer to their 
work as simply ‘‘firearms study.” 

One of the more interesting cases handled by the 
laboratory recently, according to Longhetti, was a 
murder investigation into two decapitated torsos and a 
skull found in the Mt. Baldy area. 

‘This case is interesting from several standpoints,’’ he 
said. ‘‘First it was a job that was not only handled in our 
lab, but the one in Los Angeles (one body and the skull 
were found in Los Angeles County) and with the medical 
examiner's office. 

“Our first problem was the question of the head and if

While seemingly fantastic things may appear to be ac- 
complished, Longhetti says it’s only the result of time- 
tested practices. The machines may be more 
sophisticated, but the job is the same: close inspection 
end analyzation.

Miniature 
dreams 


come truet 


In model building 
there are choices 


to suit many tastes 


When it comes to the hobby of 
model building, the sky’s no limit. 
Model aircraft builders, for 
instance, can have the experience of 
seeing their creations slice through 
the air and perform intricate 


maneuvers that rival those of the | 


real thing. 

More down-to-earth types can 
build their own miniature rail 
empire, operate radio-controlled 
boats or cars, or construct scale 
models of anything from clipper 
ships to 747s. 

In short, model building offers 
something for everyone. 

“I think the main appeal is in 
being able to own something, even 
though it’s just a model, of 
something I otherwise wouldn't be 
able to afford,” said Dick Glover, 
owner of an Ontario hobby shop. ‘‘I 
might not be able to buy my own 
airplane, but I can build a model of 
one that can really fly.” 

Or even one that doesn’t. A plastic 
display model of a Boeing 727 say, 
can be bought for about $8. At that 
price, an enterprising hobbyist 
might want to build his own 
miniature airline. 

Similarly, scale models of 
antique, sports or special-interest 
cars can be bought for as little as 
$3.50 at most hobby shops. 

Though the pastime of building 
models can be enjoyed by children 
as young as 5 or 6, dealers hasten to 
point out that there’s nothing 
childish about the hobby. 

Looking at some of the more 
elaborate models, it’s hard not to 
agree. Today’s well-stocked hobby 
shop, for instance, offers plastic car 
models as large as % actual size 
whose price can top $75. 

Such kits offer inflatable tires and 
complete wiring and engine detail 
and definitely keep the buyer 
occupied. 

“One guy spent eight months 
building one of these,’’ said Glover 
as he pointed to an $80 model of a 
Porsche 917 racing car. ‘Then he 
had to build a display case for it.”’ 

Adults can also test their skill — 
not to mention their nerve — in 
flying scale models that take 
months to construct and can cost 
upwards of $100. 

Another part of the model building 
hobby that can take considerable 
skill is model railroading. 

Here, the possibilities for 
detailing are almost endless, as 
there are many structures and real- 
life locations that can be reproduced 
in miniature to create realistic 
settings for the models themselves. 

The trend in model railroading for 
many years has been toward 
miniaturization, with HO scale 
models replacing the large O scale 
equipment of the past. Today, the 
even smaller N scale is proving

popular, mainly because it requires 
only half the space of HO. 

What it costs to get started in 
model building, of course, depends 
on the type of models a hobbyist 
wants to build. Dealers emphasize, 
however, that it need not take large 
sums. Radio-control equipment, for 
instance, is actually considerably 
less expensive today than it was 10 
years ago, thanks to solid-state 
electronics. 

Average costs (including tools and 
materials) for getting started in the 
following hobbies were quoted by 
dealers as follows: 

— Plastic display models, $10 on 
up, depending on tools and 
materials. These are the type that 
sit on the shelf. They range from 
cars, boats and planes to such 
unlikely items as the Budweiser 
Clydesdale eight-horse hitch. 

— Powered, U-control airplanes, 
$35 to $200. These planes are flown 
in a circle at the end of control lines. 
Higher-priced models usually boast 
larger engines and sport greater 
detail. 

— Radio-controlled planes, $230- 
$350. Price here is determined by 
engine size, amount of detail and 
capability of radio control 
equipment used. models are 
relatively small, and have two- 
channel controls. Higher-priced 
models use four-channel radio 
control and are larger. The greater 
number of channels permits more 
control over the plane, compared to 
two-channel models. 


— Radio-controlled boats, $350. 


Relatively inexpensive two-channel 
radio control is used in these 
models, but the high cost of small- 
scale marine hardware pushes their 
price into the four-channel airplane 
bracket. 

Radio-controlled cars, $250. 
These are powered by electric 
motors driven by rechargable 
batteries. On a straightaway, the 
models can reach 30 mph. 
Radio-controlled helicopters, 
$500-$1,000. These models are 
expensive for several reasons. 
First, the kits themselves use many 
machined metal parts and can cost 
more than $350. In addition, more 
complex radio equipment — five 

































channels — is used than for other 
models. 

— Trains, $35 on up. Costs vary 
greatly here. Dealers say a basic 
train set (locomotive, cars, loop of 
track, power pack) can be 
purchased for less than $50 in HO 
scale. On the other hand, hobbyists 
can spend as much as $1,000 for a 
single locomotive. 

Dealers point out that hobbyists 
need not invest heavily in tools or 
equipment to get started in model 
building. Those interested in plastic 
display models, for instance, need 
only a 99-cent.razor knife, files, glue 
and paint — or a total tool and 
material expense of $5 to $7 — to get 
started. 

Builders of wood flying models 
need a few more tools, but total 
expense need not be high. An $8 set 
of knives will get a beginner through 
most jobs, dealers say. 

More advanced modelers may 
want to invest in a motorized hand 
tool for shaping, sanding and drilling 
(about $50) or an airbrush for 
precision painting (about $40). 

Help is available for the beginning 
modeler at most hobby shops. 
Owners of some stores said they are 
always available to lend a hand to 
get beginners started in the right 
direction on difficult or simple 
tasks. 

Hobby shops also have 
information on local clubs for the 
model plane, train or boat fan that 
can also prove helpful. 

In sum, would-be modelers should 
not be put off by lack of experience. 

‘All you really have to do is read 
and follow instructions,’’ said 
Glover. ‘‘Beyond that, the only limit 
is your imagination.”
